IMPORTANT TO COUNTY OFFICERS. 
Mr. Pinnix of Davidson, a few days 
since, introduced a very important 
bill to the House of Representatives, 
which passed its several readings in 
that body Friday without a dissent- 
ing voice. It will doubtless pass the 
Senate with a like unanimity. It 
provides for the safe keeping and 
rigid accounting for the funds of the 
several counties in the State. Sher- 
iffs, Treasurers, Clerks of the Supe- 
rior Courts, Registers of Deeds and 
all county officers into whose hands 
any moneys may come by virtue or 
under color of this office, are re- 
quired to make an annual _re- 
port, under oath or verified, signed 
and addressed to the Chairman of the 
Board of City Commissioners, giv- 
ing an itemized and detailed state- 
ment of all moneys that have come 
intotheirhands,from whom received, 
the date received and the amounts in 
detail. Also how disbursed, the 
time, amount and to whom paid and 
on what account, &c. The reports 
are to be made on the first Monday 
in September in each and every year. 
If they fail to doso the County Com- 
missioners are required to begin suit 
on their bonds at once. When the 
reports are passed upon the Chair- 
man endorses on it ‘‘approved,’”’ the 
date of approval and signs it. The 
Register is then to register it in a 
book entitled **Record of Official Re- 
ports,’’ furnished to him by the Sec- 
retary of State, index it in the book, 
mark on the back of it the date when 
registered, the page of the book on 
which itis registered and sign his 
name and file it in his office. If any 
reports be made which the Commis- 
sioners disapproved, they shall com- 
pel a proper report to be made in the 
same manner as if no report had 
been made. 

It will be observed that by the pro- 
visions of this important bill every 
safeguard is Uhrown around the finan- 
ces of the several counties. Any tax 
payer or other person who desires to 
Know the conditions of the finances 
of the county or wishes to see 
whether any officer has properly dis- 
charged his duties, can examine the 
‘*Record of Official Reports’? and by 
aid of the index soon find the report 
recorded, or he can find the original 
on file. f

A “FIELD DAY’? IN THE SENATE 
ON THE UsuRy usury 
question came up in the Senate yes- 
terday on the motion of Mr. William- 
son to perfect the 6th clause of the 
bill, which clause leaves the question 
in doubt as to when the provisions 
of the bill shall go intoeffect. Mr. 
Busbee moved an amendment that 
the bill be inoperative until January 
Ist, 1877,whieh was lost. Mr. Cooke, 
of Franklin, moved an amendment 
on the second reading postponing its 
operations until the Ist of Novem- 
ber, 1875, which was lost by the vute 
of the President deciding a_ tie vote. 
The bill of Mr. Williamson then 
coming up on the third reading, Mr. 
Cooke moved to postpone its opera- 
tions until 15th of October, 1875, 
which was adopted bya vote ot 20 
to 17, and this amendment goes to the 
House for ratification. The discus- 
sion upon the amendments continu- 
ed through some three hours,and the 
subject was considered with proba- 
bly more warmth than had been evi- 
denced in any former debate. We 
would like to give the positions of the 
different Senators in full,but want of 
space prevents our doing so. 

The supplemental bill now goes to 
the House for consideration, and we 
may express the hope that this body 
will grant this postponement in order 
that the contracts already made for 
this year may be carried out under 
the former law.

LOCATING A BRANCH OF.. THE IN- 
SANE ASYLUM IN WESTERN . NorTu 
CAROLINA—STATESVILLE’S CLAIMS. 
—The Legislative Joint Committee, 
composed of Senators Linney and 
Anderson, and Representatives 
Wiley, Moring and Richardson, ar- 
rived at this place Monday morning 
in pursuance of the instructions of 
the General Assembly to select a 
suitable location for the erection 
of a Branch Asylum for the 
Insane in Western North Car- 
olina. The Committee were waited 
upon by the Mayor and other prom- 
inent citizens of the town, and all 
the information bearingupon the ob- 
ject of their visit pl at their dis- 
posal. A bodyof land containing 
about 100 acres, adjacent to the boun- 
daries of the corporation was ex- 
amined, and proneunced by the com- 
mittee a most eligible and excellent 
location for the Asylum. We are 
not advised as to the value attached 
to the land by its owners; but pre- 
sume that the citizens of the town 
would cheerfully co-operate in dona- 
ting itto the State for the purposes 
intended. The committee, com- 
posed as it is, of practical and in- 
telligent gentlemen, will be influ- 
enced in their report to the General 
Assembly mainly by the healthful- 
ness of the location, its convenience 
to the largest territory embraced in 
the Western section of the State, and 
the economy in the construction of 
the work. 

About the healthfulness of this 
place there can be no question. Our 
town is almost ready to celebrate its 
centennial—1889. A glance at the 
map will furnish the intelli- 
gent legislator with ample evi- 
dence as to the country—both in ter- 
ritory and population to 
this place. The visiting committee 
are under instructions to visit only 
three places—Statesville, Mo ton 
and Asheville. There can no 
competition between the _ three 
places in respect to the first qualifi- 
cation—healthfulness. In regard 
to the convenience of location, ac- 
cessibility to the larger portion of 
the territory for whose benefit the 
branch asylum is intended, and 
whose wants imperatively demand 
it—we claim for Statesville very im- 
portant advantages. The counties 
embraced in the Western section of 
the State, and immediately contigu- 
ous to, and accessible by railroad, is 
Cleveland, Gaston, Rutherford, Lin- 
coln, Mecklenburg and Rowan. 
(Catawba joins Iredell and Burke, 
and is contiguous alike to Morgan- 
ton and Statesville.) Of the Wes. 
tern and Northwestern counties 
we claim over Morganton, Ashe, 
Alleghany, ilkes Watauga, 
Surry, Stokes, Yadkin Forsyth 
and Alexander. Over Asheville, in 
addition to the above, we claim all 
the territory east of the Blue Ridge, 
embracing in the aggregate 19 coun- 
ties, and representing a population 
of 217,226 souls—-nearly one-third of 
the white population of the entire 
a to the census of 

870. 

According to the last annual report 
of the Superintendent of the Insane 
Asylum these 19 counties are support- 
ing 190 insane persons, confined tn 
prisons, county poor houses and pri- 
vate families—denied the comforts, 
and excluded from the beneficent pro- 
visions of the State has so magnani- 
mously made for her unfortunate 
wards. But, as the Superintendent 
observes in his report, ‘* This 
great public necessity no longer 
needs demonstration. It has been 
freely conceded, and relief advo- 
eated in eloquent terms in both 
houses of the General Assembly ; it 
has been approved by boards of our 
wisest men, who, however widely 
differing in other views, concur in 
the belief that speedy action is vital 
to the welfare of society; and the 
— of the State, with one accord, 
iave earned the gratitude of the 
afflicted, by the manly and earnest 
support they have freely given to the 
proposition for increased accommo- 
dations for the insane.” * It is 
well the Legislature act with rea- 
sonable caution in voting ap- 
propriations looking to an _ in- 
crease of taxation. But, gentlemen, 
with what consistency can you reject 
the heart-rending appeal that ecmes 
to you from hundreds of your wofully 
afllicted wards, *‘fast bound in mise- 
ry and iron,’’ presenting in every as- 
pect the extreme of human wretch- 
edness, and vote an increase of taxa- 
tion to pay a debt that ought justly 
to be repudiated?’”’ We have an 
abiding confidence in the wisdom, 
intelligence, integrity, and justice of 
the North Carolina Legislature, and 
we beg its members to pause well be- 
fore they refuse to strike’ the 
shackles from this unfortunate class 
of our people. The appropriation 
proposed is amply sufficient. 


NARROW EscAaPE From DEATH.—

third floor of the Senate, by way of 
the elevator, the little boy was sev- 
erely injured by his head coming in 
contact with a window sill, while he 
was looking out of the window of the 
elevator.

and Selby.

The motion of Mr. Williamson 
then its second reading bya 
vote of 45 to 10, and being put on its 
third reading Mr. Covk moved that 
the bill do not go into effect until the 
15th of October, 1875. 

Mr. Waring hoped this amend-

three of them.

sident has signed the Civil Rights 

bill. 
The following is the fifth and last 
section of the Civil Rights bill: 


under the provisions of this act in the 
Courts of the United States shall be 
reviewable by the Supreme Court of 
the United States without fregard to 
thesum in controversy under the 
same provisions and regulations as are 
now provided by law for the review 
of other causes in said courts. 

The force bill was received from 
the Hceuse of Representatives and 
read the first time. Thurman, Bay- 
ard and others objected to the second 
reading, and it remains on the Vice 
President’s table till to-morrow. The 
reading will thiow it over another 
day. It will come up on direct issue 
Wednesday, and the session closes 
Thursday noon, The Democrats are 
all determined that the bill shall 
not reach the president.
